portions in town and the well kept highways outside. 
This, as we have pointed out heretofore, should be' 
done, and with as little delay as possible.

due of the city and it is the due of the rural districts 
tributary to Fort Wayne. It is not at this time neces- 
sary that pavement of the expensive sorts be laid. 
though where the property owners in a majority desire 
it the best should be given them. 
There arc. however. 


parts of the city where some of the expensive kinds of 
pavement would place an almost confiscatory burden 
upon the property which will have to bear the expense 
of the improvement. 
These street ends can be put 


in a substantial and inviting condition at an expense 
which any property likely to be affected can afford. 
This will give the country trade of Fort \Yayne well- 
Conditioned driveways the entire distance from home 
to the city's center, and it will give urban traffic of 
every sort good roads from town into the country. The 
mileage involved in these contemplated improvements 
is not so great as may be supposed, but it is sufficient 
to constitute a very aggravated condition. Why this 
duty of the city has been so many years neglected is 
perplexing, but that it is so worn out, rough and tin- 
cared for outer street ends themselves amply prove. 
To remedy these conditions will be an important and 
valuable improvement, and one that will be not with- 


out material profit to the city.

STEEL PASSEXGER COACHES. 


THE ASTOJl SCAXUAi. 


The value of steel passenger coaches has been 


proved in several railway disasters such as that which 
occurred here Sunday in the case of the Pennsylvania's 
eightecn-hour Chicago-New York train. 
The cars 


which bore the brunt of the terrific impact with a 
freight train were of steel construction. Some ot" the 
cars were badly damaged, but there was absence of 
that terror of railway collisions—the telescoping ot 
cars and their reduction to shapeless heaps of com- 
bustible debris. 
The cars maintained their'integrity, 


and while it was impossible—as the case proved—that 
few aboard should escape some injury from a shock- 
so tremendous, none of the passengers was killed. 
Other recent instances go to prove the capacity of 
steel cars to resist prodigious shock and so to pre- 
serve the lives of those inside of them. The higher 
class of railways are equipping with these steel cars 
and they will pay for themselves in any accident in 
•which they are involved. 
The posloffice department 


has been frequently and strongly appealed to by the 
railway mail clerks to make it mandatory upon rail- 
ways to furnish steel mail cars, and the government 
should take that step. 
Mail cars make up the front 


part of a train, where the peril 
from 
collision is 


greatest, and in neatly every railway catastrophe thero 
is almost invariably a list of mail clerks among the 
victims. The same is (rue of railway baggage cars. A 
great step for the conservation of human life on rail- 
wavs will be taken when to provide steel coaches and 
mail and baggage cars is made compulsory. 
Every 


railway disaster in which cars of this advanced type 
Bppear demonstrates their worth.

be one of the wealthiest men in America and one 
of high social position as well. 
He is therefore a. 


target for every cheap clergyman in search of cheap 
popularity, for it is notorious that the rich have no 
friends in tills country and precious 
few 
rights. 


As it was said recently: 
"It will soon lie a crime 


for an American in America, to own more than ten 
cents." 
Hence the attacks upon Mr. Astor, who 


owns much more thnn ten cents. 


But his clerical critics seem to forget that the 


matter is one that concerns only Mr. Astor and his 
liancer. and also that divorce is perfectly legal iu 
this country. 
It, ig therefore as impertinent as it. is 


iniquitous for them to incite the public l.o ostracize 
those who have sought relief through the law. * » 


There is altogether too much pulpit-thumping in 


regard to the evils of divorce. 
It ncodcil only tho approval of Nat doodwin, 
who 


flaunts his contempt, for marital obligations as a jest, 
to make this attack on public morality and its rcfeud- 
eds unique in the history of reputable journalism. Mr. 
Goodwin admirably supplements the Herald's abuse of 
the churchmen who voiced intelligent public opinion by 
referring to them as "prating hypocrites who carry a 
richer abundance of vice than the average man." 


The Herald grievously errs when it says "the matter 


is one that, concerns only Mr. Astor and his linncee," 
and when it seeks to stamp the marriage with the sanc- 
tion of law by adding- that "divorce is perfectly legal in 
this country." 
Divorce is legal, but the remarriage of 


guilty divorced persons in this state is not. 
Col. Astor 


is a citizen of New York state sub.k-ct. to the decrees 
of its courts. 
The decree of the slate supreme court 


granting an absolute divorce to Av.i Willing Astor on 
statutory grounds forbids Col. Astor to remarry during 
the life of his former wife. 
In t h e words of Justice 


.Mills, 'it is ordered, adjudged and decreed that * * * * 
the defendant shall not. marry again until the death of 
the plaintiff unless this court shall in this respect modify 
the judgment." 
Col. Aslor's remarriage would be a 


violation not alone of the canon of the church, but of 
the law of his own state. 
.Xo clergyman of any de- 


nomination, no civil 
officer in this slate, can in this 


case perform a binding ceremony. 


If Col. Aptor is enabled to obtain even the semblance 


of legal sanction for his proposed marriage it is be- 
cause the variety of divorce laws in the different states 
offers to lawbreakers an easy means of evading- the pen-

No Liquor Is Advertised in the West- 
ern City Through a Single Scheme. 


(Collier's "Weekly.) 


A Tacome reader writes with much 


satlsr.ictlon to say that no advertise- 
ments oC whisky, beer, or other intoxi- 
cants appear on the billboards ot his 
city. The ingenious plan which abol- 
ished this part of the billboard nuis- 
ance was invented hy Frank R. Baker, 
assistant city attorney. 
He pointed 


out that billpostinK is a 
legitimate 


business and that an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the display of liquor adver- 
tisements on billboards would, prob- 
ably, not be sustained by the courts. 
On the other hand, he suggested that 
the city commissioners can 
Impose 


any conditions they choose in granting 
a license tn sell lifjuors; that no one 
has an inherent right to sell intoxi- 
cants, and that 
a 
license 
can he 


granted, refused or revoked for any 
reason or for no reason. Therefore he 
recommended that 
those 
interested 


should petition the city commission- 
ers to pass an ordinance to the effect 
that in granting a license to sell intox- 
icating liquors a condition he made 
that the liquor dealer shall not sell 
any whisky, beer or other intoxicants 
which are advertised on any billboard 
within the limits of the city nf Ta- 
coma, the penalty being the revocation 
of the license.

novice to keep a note of every idea 
and feeling that affects him during 
the day; also some scientist ought to 
invent a machine which photographs 
the spirit of man and retains a per- 
fect record of the workings of the 
brain. 


Most 
people would be startled if 


they were once clearly 
revealed to 


themselves. 
Even in the highest mo- 


ments of our lives our thoughts are 
so fearfully mixed that if they were 
all put down on paper 
they 
would 


change absolutely our opinion of what 
we are. Fortunately for our peace^ we 
rarely say what we think, or realize we 
are thinking it, and our thoughts of 
our thoughts are much finer than their 
originals. 


The worst of the realistic novel is 


that we cannot be sure it, Is not im- 
agination, as unreliable as any ro- 
mance of fairy or lost treasure. Only 
a few persons are capable of forming 
n first-hand opinion, or of realizing 
their 
own lives.

called realism Is what gifted writersi 
suppose commonplace individuals think 
in certain circumstances, though, ow- 
ing to the impossll t ty of entering an- 
other's skin, they cannot he sure of it.

through the world a 


knight-errant in search of adventures, 
and before her marriage has probably 
"kept company" with a dozen different 
men. 
Her knowledge of the emotions 


ought to be deep and comprehensive; 
hut it usually is not. She has never 


I achieved an independent idea on the 
J subject, and tho love, she believes In 


is the love she reads of in her favorite 
novels, possibly written by spinsters in 
a higher class of society, who hava 
had much less experience of the ten- 
der passion in a practical form than 
she has. 


A mother of the masses smacks her 


youngsters when they are tiresome and 
rejoices in the school 
which takes 


them out of the way, but her notions 
of childhood .are as beautiful as Sir 
Joshua Reynolds' angels, her concep- 
tion of material love as high as that of 
any poet. 


It is obvious 
experience 
teache* 


many people nothing of their .own. 
souls. They have never analyzed their 
feelings, and until they become in- 
teresting to themselves, and the man 
in the street cares to study his own 
psychology, the realistic novel cannot 
be a success except when it confines 
itself to a description of human beings 
admittedly superior to the average.

The joint 
resolution admits Arizona with the 
judicial recall, hut requires tho sub- 
mission of the question of Its wis- 
dom to the voters. In other words

In Its-, application to county 
and stnte judges, seems to me per- 
nicious In its effect, so destructive 
of independence In tho judiciary, so 
likely to subject tho rights of indi- 
vidual .to the possible tyranny of a 
popular majority and the'rcfore, to be 
so Injurious to the cause

government that I must disapprove 
a constitution containing it- 


A popular government Is not 
a 


government of a majority, by a. ma- 
jority, for a majority of the people. 
It is a government of 
the

people, by n, majority of the whole 
people under sucli rules nnd checks 
as will secure a wise, just nnd bene- 
ficient government for all the peo- 
ple. It is said you can always trust 
the people to do justice. If

servants of the people: that is, they 
arc doing work which must be dono 
for the government and In the In- 
terest of all the people, hut it is not 
work In the doing of which they are 
to follow the will of the majority 
except 
us 
that 
Is embodied 
In 


statutes lawfully founded according 
tn constitutional limits. They 
are 


not popular rcprescntiUveu. On the 
contrary, to nil their office properly, 
they must be 
Independent. They 


must decide every 
question which 


comes before them according to law 
and Justice. 
If this question Is be- 


tween Individuals they 
will 
follow 


the statute, or the unwritten law If 
no statute applies, and they take the 
unwritten law growing out of tra-

In early days some argued that 


the obligations of the constitution 
operated directly on the conscience 
of the legislature and only In that 
matter and it was to be conclusix'e- 
ly presumed 
that whatever 
w.is 


done by the legislature was con- 
stitution. 
But such a view did not 


obtain with our hard-headed, cour- 
ageous and far-sighted 
statesmen 


and judges In cases properly aris- 
ing bet'ora. them to apply the law 
and so to declare what was the law 
and that if what purported to oe 
statutory law was at variance with 
the fundamental law. i. c., the con- 
stitution, the seeming statute was 
not law at all, was not binding on 
the courts, the individuals or any 
branch of the government and that 
it was the duty of the judges so to 
decide. This power conferred on the 
judiciary in our form of government 
is unique In the history of govern- 
ments and its operation has attract- 
ed and deserved the admiration and 
commendation of the world.

Exposes Judiciary to Popular Passior 


By the recall in the Arizona con 


stitution it is proposed to give to th 
majority power to remove arbltrar 
ily, and without delay, any judg 
who may have the courage to rende 
an unpopular decision. 


Could there he a system more in 


genlously devised to subject judge 
to momentary bursts of popular pas 
sion than this? We cannot be blln 
to the fact that often an Intelligen 
and respectable electorate may he 
so roused upon an issue that It will

Think of the enormous power for 


evil given to the_sensatlonal, muck- 
raking portion of the press In rous- 
ing prejudice against a just judge 
by false charges and insinuations, 
the effect of which in the short per- 
iod of an election by recall. It would 
be impossible for him to meet ana 
offset. 


Supporters of such a system seem 


to think that it will work only in 
the interest of. the jioor, humble, tho 
weak and the oppressed; that it will 
strike down only the judge who is 
supposed to favor corporations an-1 
be affected by the corrupting in- 
fluence of the rich. 


Nothing could be further from the 


ultimate result. The motive it would 
offer to unscrupulous combinations 
to seek to control politics in order to 
control the judges is clear. 
Those 


would profit by the recall who have 
the best opportunity of rousing the 
majority of the people to action on 
a sudden impulse. Are they likely 
to be- the wisest or the beat people 
in a community? Do they not in- 
clude 
those 
who 
have 
money 


enough to employ the firebrands and 
slanderers in a community and the 
stirrers-up of social 
hate? 
Would 


not self-respecting men well hesitate 
to accept judicial office %vith such a 
sword of 
Damocles 
hanging over 


them ? What kind of judgments might 
those on the unpopular side expect 
from courts whose judges muat make 
their decisions under such legalized 
terrorism? 
The character of the 


judges would deteriorate to that of 
trimmers and time servers, and In- 
dependent judicial action would be a 
thing of the past. As the possibili- 
ties of such a system pass In re- 
view, is it too much to characterize 
it ns. one which will 
destroy 
the 


Judiciary, Its standing and i'a useful- 
ness? 


Limited Tenur* Act* « Cheek. 


It Is true that xvhen the term of 


judges Is for a limited number of 
years ajnd re-election is necostary. It 
has been thought and charged some- 
times that snortly before election in 
cases In which popular Interest I* ex. 
cited. Judges have leaned in their 
decisions toward the popular Mdo. 


As already pointed out, however, In 


the election of Judges for a long and 
fixed term of years, the fear of pop- 
ular prejudice as a mqjlve for unjust

principle of judicial recall by ref- 
erence to states In which judges are

that 


nothing but a desperate remedy will 
suffice. 
If the political control In 


such states Is sufficiently 
wrested 


from corrupting corporations to per- 
mit the enactment of a radical con- 
stitutional amendment like that of. 
judicial recall, It would seem pos- 
sible to make provision in Its stead 
for an effective remedy by impeach- 
ment in which the cumbrous features 
of the present remedy 
might 
he 


avoided, hut the 
opportunity 
for 


judicial hearing and defense before 
an impartial tribunal might be re- 
tained. 


Reforms are not to be effected by 


patent short cuts or by abolishing 
those requirements which the expe- 
rience of ages has shown to be es- 
sential in dealing justly with every 
one. 
Such innovations are certain 


in the Ions run to plague the in- 
ventor or first user and will come 
readily to the hand of the enemies 
and corruptors of society after the 
passing of the just popular indigna- 
tion that prompted their adoption. 


Duty to Assert Authority. 


But It Is said that the people of 


Arizona are to become an independ- 
ent state when-created, and even if 
we strike o'ut judicial recall now, 
they can incorporate it in their con- 
stitution aftar statehood. 


To this I would nnswer thnt in 


dealing with: the courts which are 
the cornerstone of good government 
and in which'not only the voters, but 
the non-voters 
and 
non-residents 


have a deep' interest as a security, 
for their rights of life, liberty and 
property, no mailer what thp future 
action of the state may be, it is 
necessary for the authority 
-which 


is primarily responsible for its cre- 
ation to assert in no doubtful tones 
the necessity for nn independent and 
untrammeled Judiciary.
